BOARD MEETING 
REPORTS 


Several committee quarterly reports 
and a proposal for changes in the annual 
programming contest were included on 
the agenda of the recent meeting of the 
AEDS board of directors. 

Grants Committee. R.W. Hermanson, 
chairman, reported that an organized list 
of potential grantors will be developed 
and available from year to year to serve 
historic purposes. An organized approach 
or procedures also will be developed for 
communications regarding seeking and 
applying funds for potential grantors, and 
additional supporting documentation will 
be developed as may be required to allow 
improved continuity from year to year 
of this committee’s activities. John 
Hamblin will review proposals submitted 
by the Grants Committee, advise on 
potential grantors and the merits of 
potential projects that would be sup- 
ported by grant funds received. No budget 
was established. 

Publicity & Public Relations. E. Keith 
Smelser, chairman, listed a number of 
press releases that had been sent during 
recent months and said the address label 
file is now maintained by Ralph Lee. 
Format for production of such releases 
includes receipt of data by the committee 
chairman, their editing and production 
on suitable stationery, and forwarding to 
Lee for metering and distribution. Addi- 
tional support, input and new ideas are 
welcome, he said, and he was in agree- 
ment with the recommendation that the 
size of the committee be increased. 
Better communications between the 
Publications and Publicity Committees 
have been initiated. 

Long Range Planning. Chairwoman 
Norrine H. Fitzgibbon said the major 
goals of the committee were the conduct 
of a poll of the membership to deter- 
mine the value of service to them by the 
International Association; the deter- 


mination of what services should be 
dropped, lessened, maintained or ex- 
panded; and the determination of what 
additional goals should be established 
for AEDS in providing services to mem- 
bers. The foregoing will be accomplished 
by the preparation of a questionnaire 
(with input from AEDS officers, direc- 
tors and committee chairpersons); a poll 
of the membership and analysis of these 
data; recommendations to the Associa- 
tion from the committee. All are to be 
concluded by AEDS’ annual meeting in 
1977. Serving with Fitzgibbon on the 
committee are David Kniefel, James 
Lindsey, John Grate, Donald Freirmuth, 
William Richardson and Richard New- 
man. Fitzgibbon, Richardson and Kniefel 
will prepare the first draft of the 
questionnaire; Lindsey will prepare a 
program and process the data; all com- 
mittee members will be responsible for 
the final draft. No expenses had been 
incurred to date. 

Dr. Jane Gawronski proposed that the 
currently used categories in the AEDS 
annual programming contest be altered 
to include physical science in the bio- 
logical category, and the addition of 
computer art as the seventh category. 
Her rationale is that in last year’s con- 
test, biological and physical sciences had 
the fewest entries (3 and 5), and by com- 
bining the categories, there would be 
more entries in one category and a 
broader basis for competition. 

She also proposed that the grand 
prize winner and his/her sponsor each 
have an option of $500 or an all-expense- 
paid trip to the convention plus a $100 
U.S. Savings Bond for the student. Also, 
that first prize awards be increased to 
$50 in U.S. Savings Bonds and the par- 
ticular publication subscription to be 
received by honorable mentions be 
identified. 

Gawronski also proposed publication 
of selected entries in the contest in order 
to provide a resource of computer pro- 
grams and computer programming applica- 
tions of interest to secondary school 
teachers and students.
